David in his greatneſs did adviſe to build 
Gods Houſe, 2 Sam. 7. 2. the reſult whereof, 
was that holy and heavenly ejaculation :. The 
zeal of thy houſe hath eaten me "#p, Plal. 69. 9. 
I will not ſay, that the expreſſion is now 1n- 
verted, and the zeal of ſome hath caten up 
Gods Houſe. 

Solomon thought it the chiefeſt part of 
his Royalty, to at what his Father projeRed, 
1 Kings 5.5. 

Cyrus an Heathen proclaims it as his charge 
from the God of Heaven, to build the Houſe 
of the Lord for his Worſhip and Service, 
Ezra 1. 2. and both Ezra and Nehemiah 
made it rheir principal work to put in execu- 
tion that religious Proclamation Ezra 8. and 
Nehem. 4. 

Theſe examples I hope are not needleſly in- 
ſerted for their encouragement, I come now 
tomy promiſed diſcovery. | 

King 7oaf minding to renew the hoſe of the 
L:-rd, gathered together the Prieſts and the Le- 
vites, and ſaid nata them, Go out unto the cities 
of 71udah,and gather of all Iſrael money to repair 
the hwſe of G:d from year to year,or for a year, 
and [ce that you haſte the matter, 2 Chron. 24.5. 

>, .. vow 
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Zehoiada the Prieſt took, a cheſt, and ſlit ar 
hole in the lid of it, and ſet it beſide the altar, on 
the right ſide, as one cometh into the houſe of 
the Lord; and the Prieſts that kept the door put 
therein all the m:ney that Was brought into the 
houſe of the Lord, 2 Kings 12.9. 

This money (when mxch, ora ſum) was 
taken out and del;vered to the overſeers of the 
work, t2 be laid cut to the workmen, but were 
not called toan accompt ; for THE Y aealt 
faithfully, 2 Kings 12. 15. | 

Faithful dealing in matters belonging to the 
publique good, procures a quiet eſt, at an 
caſfie rate; whereas thoſe who waſte their 
Maſters gods, ovght at a dear rate to receive 
that ſummons, Give an accompt of thy ftew- 
araſhip, for thou mayeſt be ns longer ſteward, 
Luke 16. 2. 

Would not thoſe men deſerve a ſharp check, 
whoſe private avarice ſhould ſwallow 'up a 
Kings publique bounty, and Policy divert that 
totheir own ends, which a Princes Piety grant- 
ed and deſigned for a common good ? They 
then who ſhould make uſe of that for the re- 
pairing of their own, which ſuch a King in- 
rended for the reſtoring the houſe of God, 
muſt juſtly merit Haggaie's reprehenſion ; 7s 
it time for your ſelves to dwell 51 fieled houſes, 
and this h:uſe lie waſte, Haggai 1. 4.

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For, (be the pretence what it will) yet the 


abuſe of fuck ſums as are collefted for pions ' 


and religious purpoſes, evidently demonſtrates 
that ſuch' men prefer ſelf-policy and private 
profir to Relizion'; nay, irclearly ſhews thar 
ſich men ſeek their private neceſſities, yea very 
pleaſures before Gods Honor ; and ſuch un- 
faithful Collefors, merit the #profitable ſer- 
vants jadgement, Marth, 25. 28. 

The late King'granted his Letters Patents in

Blatk: Fryays in I:nd.n: This Bill is in the 
cuſtody of Mr. S/-:gh ſentor, and as for Tho- 
mas Daviſon, he being deceaſed, his Executrix' 
is able'to make ſatisfaRion, and lives in the ſaid' 
B ack- Fryavrs.

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in conſcience give this Teſtimony to the ſaid 


' Thomas Daviſon deceaſed, that he hath often 


profeſſed to bim,, that he had paid in all the mo= 
neys that he had received for this buſineſs to My. 
Sleigh, either by Bills of Exchange, or according 
to hus Special Orders, and therefire he humbly 
conceives that this ſhiuld be charged home to 
Ar. Sleigh to clear himſelf ; and'alſo thatevery
